town. Under thane olrcumstaocee your 
suggestion that the committee to Irre¬ 
sponsible end that tb* Water Oompoay 
cao see no reason why they should fur¬ 
ther consider tbto matter la eonneetlon 
with the Oommltle* ot Fifteen, seems to 
me to be merely evasive, for I tblo# you 
eon bev* no doubt tbet any agreement 
reached by tbe Orange Water Company 
with tbto oommlttee will receive tb* ap¬ 
proval of tb* oil tocos of Bloomfield, and 
will be oonftrmod by tb* official ootlon 
of It* authorities. 

W* spoke again Ibis morning of or- 
bltratlou as e means of fixing tb* true 
value of|lbto plant. I think tbla method 
could safely and satisfactorily be re¬ 
sorted to, sod that If It shall be adopted, 
a final agreement, fair and satisfactory 
to all parties, will result; but I think 
tbat we ought to be able to reach on 
agreement without arbltratloa. I be¬ 
lieve tbat If the Orange Water Oompaoy 
will furnish true and corrected figures 
of tbe ootual coot of tbto plant, and will 
Indicate It* wUlinghesa to make a rea¬ 
sonable and fair deduction from tucb 
coat by reaeoo of depreciation. Just such 
a deduction for depreciation a* you 
yourself would wtob made If you were 
about to buy the pleat from some other 
Independent owner—I believe If tbto 
shall be done, we oouid agree on a price 
without arbitration. 

As I told you tbla morning, U tb* 
qsaaMoa of buying tb* Bloomfield plant 
for $160,000 I* submitted to tb* voters 
at as election, a* Is proposed, on Nov. 
10th, tb* eoUr* Influence ot tb* eltlsan 
members of the Oommlttee of Fifteen 
will be used to show tb* voter* sod tax¬ 
payer* of Bloom Hold bow mueb euab 
price I* la excess of tb# value of tbe 
pleat, and to persuade them oat to vote 
to consummate such a pnrebaav, aad I 
think It I* altogether probable tbat 
tome member* of tb* Town Council 
agree with them in tbto oooeluslon, and 
will exert tbelr Influence lo tb* earns 
direction; and my belief to tbat tb* re. 
cult of such an election will be over¬ 
whelmingly against any authorisation to 
tbe Town Oouneli to make eucb n par. 
oboes. I believe also tbat oar oourte, 
at tb* Instance of a taxpayer, would 
grant an Injunction to r e s train tb* town 
authorities from making n contract to 
purchase so manifestly against tbe te- 
tereat of tba oommuelty. 

I regret more than I cao express tb* 
action of the Oreag* Water Company In 
terminating negotiations with tb* Com¬ 
mittee of Fifteen, aad I regret to an 
equal degree, tbe best* with which the 
Town Oouoofl voted to cell * special 
election on Nov. 10th, without consulta¬ 
tion with the Committee of Flftece. It 
will be unfortunate If tbo action of tbe 
Water Com pen j shall seem to array tb* 
el 11 men • member* of tbe committee 
against tbe offloal members of tbe <y>m- 
ailitre, but I thick tbet the members of 
tb* Ooucetl, sod I knew this le true uf 
some of them, upon further reflection, 
will ooneur In our Judgment tbat tb* 
town ought not to be asked to p«y any 
eucb sum for the pleat Tbe ett Irene uf 
Bloomfield feel very much aggrieved at 
the manrer In which Abey and tbetr 
committee have been treat* d by 
the Water Compaoy In tbe last* 
few weeks, and I violate no 
confidence when I tell you that there 
to a strong disposition to advise the
